BOTTLES ARE VERY ANCIENT. 


Neerly es Old ee Man, They Were Firtt 


Mede of Animal Skin*. 


Who made the first bottle has never 


been determined, but the necessity for 
some means of transporting liquids, of 
wnlch water was undoubtedly the first 
to be considered, must have existed 
from the beginning of the human race, 
anj It is generally consideiea probable 
that the first receptacle for this purpose 
was made from the skin of an anima) 
This was removed with as little muti- 
lation as possible, and all the unavoid- 
able openings were carefully sewed up, 
leaving a blngle leg for filling or emp- 
tying, which wns tied up with a cord. 


These, we know, were used ages ago 


by many primitive peoples and have 
since been employed extensively lu 
many parts of the world, and even to- 
day they may be seen In use In some 
oriental countries. It was this kind 
of bottle that was referred to in tho 
Bible In the much quoted dictum relat- 
ing to putting new wine into old bot- 
tles. The objection to this procedure 
was that the skin of an old bottle has 
become fxilly stretched and weakened 
by use, and if new wine was put Into 
it the pressure of the gases generated 
by the continued fermentation, of the 
wine would burst the bottle. 


It is a generally accepted fact that 


glassmaking and glass bottles origi- 
nated among- the Egj-ptlans, although 
at what date no ono hng presumed 10 
state. Even In Egypt, however, the 
art of glnssmaklng in its early history 
appears to have bpen confined to cer- 
tain localities nnd was not practiced at 
•11 widely.—Scientific American.

INGENIOUS LETTER BOXES. 


Clever Daviee In Uie In Citiee end 


Towns In Hunger/. 


"One sees mail boxes in operation In 


Hungary, both in cities and small 
towns, that are the last word in effi- 
ciency, and they are certainly good to 
look at as to their design," says F. K. 
Schiesmger. 
"It was fourteen years 


ago that I saw them, and they had 
then been in operation for many years 
and I have yet to see anything better 
In any part of the woild. 


"The letter boxes are such that one 


does not have to lift any part of them 
in order to drop the letter. There is a 
wide slot on both sides protected by 
brass Saps working on hinges, so that 
the letter drops down without any pos- 
sibility of becoming stuck near the ton 
in tue lift, as la our boxes. Further- 
more, the letter carrier does not touch 
any letter when he takes the mail 
out. He has a bag with a locked steel 
oblong automatic top, the key to which 
is In the postofflce. 


"This top of the bag Is slid Into a 


slot at the bottom of the mail bos. 
which opens automatically and can 
only be opened by the insertion of thlr 
specially prepared bag. By virtue of 
this the entirs bottom of the mail bos 
rolls back and Its contents drop biralght 
down into the bag. TJpon removal of 
the bag by sliding it outward the bot- 


tom of the box slides back inr-« plac*

and locks automatically, a* well as th- 
bag with It* automatic top."—New 
York World.

Abut- 
tins on almost perpendicular cliffs, the 
dam is constructed of concrete and 
measures 330 feet in height and 700 
feet in length. It fonts an artificial 
lake fifteen miles long and nearly foui 
ml'es wide Its object Is twofold—pro- 
duction of electric power and for Irrt 
gating. The cement used In the con 
struction of the dam was made on the 
spot from limestone and marl found 
within a short distance and transport- 
ed by a temporary railroad.

RANK OF MARSHAL 


A Military Honor Instituted by a 


King of France. 


THE TITLE AN ANCIENT 
ONE. 


It Wat First Conferred by Philip Au- 


gustut !n 1191, at the Time of th« 
Third Crusade—The Baton l» IU Dis- 
tinctive Badge of Office. 


It is only in Franco that the military 


dignity oC marshal is a very ancient 
one. It wns Kin? Philip Augustus 
vrho first instituted it as n mtlluiry 
office in 1101. nt tho time oC tho tWrd 
crii'iule. St. l.ouls invested t\vo of his 
eomnistmler* with thr> rank on the eve 
of hla 111 fated expedition to northern 
Africa. 
Fnmcis I. created three, nnd 


by tbe time that l.ouls XIV. had com- 
pleted his Ions: reign there wore no less 
than twenty of them. 


The office -was abolished by the nist 


republic, but restored by Napoleon 
I. when he proclaimed himself em- 
peror. He limited the number to six- 
teen. They n-ero known as marshals 
of the empire. The Bourbon monarchy 
on ita restoration In 1S15 maintained 
them in office, but changed their title 
back to that of marshals of France. 
By tbe law of 1S30. bearlnj; tbe sicn 
manual of King Louis Philippe, their 
number was limited to sir in time of 
peace and twelve in time of war. 


The baton, as provided for by exist- 


ing military regulations in France, con- 
sists of a staff about two feet long, 
an inch and a half in diameter, cover- 
ed with dark blue velvet, flecked with 
gold stars and tipped at either end 
with silver gilt, on the border? of 
which are engraved the Latin words, 
"Terror belli, decus. pacis." It is car- 
ried in the right hand at all great mili- 
tary or state functions aud is used In 
lieu of the pnber for saluting'. 
The 


baton of the field marshal of Great 
Britain is tipped at either end with 
crowns and lions; those of Germany, 
Austria and Russia with single beaded 
or double headed eaffies. 


In England the dignity of field mar- 


shal "was unknown until the reign of 
George II.. who in 1735 bestowed It 
upon the second Duke of Argyll, one 
of the t,v»£itc«t eomrnandrrs and etntes- 
men of Ms day nnd of whom Po\,e 
wrote: 
ArjjyII, the state s whole thunder born to 


wielrl 


Arid shake alike tl'o senate and the field. 


The first Duke of Marlborough, the 


victor of Blenheim, of Raiuillies and 
of Mnlpl.tquet. bore the tlt'e of captain 
general tu indicate hla rank as geuer- 
nlls'imo, a title undoubtedly originat- 
ing in Spain, where it is still retainei. 
It is regarded there as the equivalent 
of the grade of field marshal in other 
countries. 


There are no field marshals at pres- 


ent in Russia. The la&t two command- 
ers to hold that rank were the late 
Field Marshal Gourko, governor guu- 


I era! of Poland, and the late Grand 


I Duke 
Michael 
Mcholaivitch, 
who 


when he diud was the patriarch of the 
Imperial house of Romanoff. 


In Austria-Hungary there Is but one 


field marshal—namely, ArchduUe Fred- 
erick. He is a brother of the queen 
mother of Spam nnd heir to all the 
colossal fortune of his uncle, tho late 
Arrbduke Albert, who had won his 
marshal's baton on the battlefield of 
Custozza. 


The full generals In Austria bear the

As aoun as the 
present emperor came to tho throne he 
began to confer the dignity with sticii 
liberality that there are now fully a 
score of them, Including Duke Bera- 
haid of Saxe-Meiningen, the Grand 
Duke of Baden, Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia and Baron von Plessen.

these there are about a dozen more 
with the rank of "general oberst." or 
colonel general, whose rank 1-3 assim- 
ilated to that of field marshal and who 
are above the full general.—-F. Cun- 
Uffe-Owen In Xew York Sun.

WHY CLOTHES WEAR OUT, 


Little Balls of Fluff Found Around th» 


Houie Give the Answer. 


The microscope bas tins'wcred tbat 


long puzzling question of vhy clothes 
wear out. By tlio aid of this Instru- 
ment that •uncovers mysteries of the 
world hidden to tho unaided human 
eye, it is revealed that when cloth in 
handled some flbors are rubbed off, 
•which in time become visible and ob- 
jectionable. Tho rnrniniion of this fluff 
Is uot unlike the growth t>' snowballs 
that boys roll. Under the microscope, 
especially -n-ith reflected light, tbesc< 
balls of fluff nre wonderfully beautiful, 
gleaming •with a brilliancy that cannot 
be captured by a photoprnph. 


"We speak, and srcak correctly, of 


'wearing a suit of clothes' when we 
have in mind only the use of the 
clothes," a scientific writer explains, 
"but the garments are literally worn 
away. \Ve might also speak of 'wear- 
ing' bedclothes, because the fibers of 
tho bed linen nre worn away tn muc'a 
the Fame manner as a carpenter wears 
away the surface of wood when be 
sandpapers it.
